INSTRUCTIONS. 

In determining the number of members to be assigned to any county or borough and 
the boundaries of any county or borough and of any divisions thereof the Commissioners 
will proceed in accordance with the following general rules : 

J . The total number or members of the House of Commons for counties and boroughs 
in Ireland shall remain unchanged. 

2. In assigning members regard shall be had to the population and size of the 

constituencies. 

3. Existing constituencies and the boundaries thereof shall not be altered except so 

far as appears to the Commissioners to be necessary or desirable for the purpose 
of these instructions.
